St. Therese of the Child Jesus, who two months before her death on Sept. 30, 1897, 
confidently foretold: “All the world will love me,” receives the crown of glory. 


Her. body was prepared for burial. 
On the following Monday, Oct. 4, a 
small funeral entourage could be 
seen making its way along the nar- 
row streets to the municipal burial 
grounds on the outskirts of Lisieux. 
A year before, Masonic influence in 
government forbade the interment of 
religious in the convent graveyard, 

The procession came to.a halt be- 
fore a deep, stark grave. After the 
Church’s final blessing, the rough- 
hewn wood coffin of Sr. Therese was 
dropped into the earth. 

Slowly the crowd dispersed. Sr. 
Therese was gone. Shortly, lke the 
long line of Carmelites who pre- 
ceded her, she would be forgotten. 

But what of her death-bed pro- 
phecy: “All the world will love me’’? 
Was this an idle boast? The rambling 
of a person demented with pain? Or, 
someday, would her prediction be 
fulfilled? 

Back at the cloister, a 20-minute 
walk from the public cemetery, the 
nuns were discussing the “circular 
biography” which had to be written 
about Sr. Therese. 

For decades, it had been traditional 


among Carmelites to compose a brief 
biography about nuns who had died 
and to mail this to other convents in 
Europe and Britain. 

But as the nuns prepared to write 
the ‘“circular-biography’ of the 
youngest Martin girl, they ran into 
serious opposition. Mother Agnes 
(Pauline), the recently deceased’s 
second oldest sister, voiced strong 
objections. She claimed that the best 
possible “circular” had already been 
composed. 

She pointed out that during two 
and one half years prior to her pass- 
ing Sr. Therese, who also was the 
community's novice-mistress, had 
written 13 chapters about her child- 
hood, her life in Carmel, her Little 
Way of Spiritual Childhood and the 
many graces with which God had 
enriched her soul. “How can any- 
one, Mother Agnes wanted to know, 
“improve on this?” 

Finally after much dicussion and 
not a few complaints about expense, 
the community agreed to print 2,000 
copies of Sr. Therese’s Autobio- 
graphy under the title “The Story of 
A Soul.” (Continued on page 7)

T FIRST met Loule at the first meeting of 
the Young Adults Club in our parish. Although 
I had lived in the parish for five years, I had never 
before seen Louie, and he had never before seen

On the way home that night we began talk- 
ing about this problem of young people not know- 
ing people their own age in the parish. Louie told 
me what he had been doing the past four years. 
Almost every single night he had gone to a 
neighborhood tavern to sit, watch television, enjoy 
some companionship, and drink. His life the last 
four years had been spent for the most part either 
at his job or in the tavern. 

Louie and I had never met at Sunday Mass, 
because he had a practice of attending a different 
church each Sunday for Mass. And there was a 
period when he hadn’t gone to Mass at all. Louie 
and I both were happy when a Young Adults Club 
was organized in our parish. When some thirty or 
forty young fellows and girls our age began 
coming regularly to our club meetings, we were 
amazed that there were. so many people our age 
around the neighborhood. And we were amazed 
at the new faces—some of those faces hadn’t been 
seen since high school or even grammar. school.

ly, either for a drink or for companionship, they 
can get their hands on a large chunk of the weekly 
paycheck. So the taverns install television, per- 
haps pool tables and card tables, and some even 
show movies. Some of the fellows will spend 


their entire paycheck on a weekend at a tavern, - 


where many of them also find pickup girls. The 
rest of the week they starve. : 

Our problem was: how to attract this type 
of young fellow and girl to parish activities, The 
fellows: in particular shy away from anything 
sponsored at the parish hall. They just don’t like 
to come near a church. They seem afraid that a 
priest might ask them when they last went to 
Confession or to, Sunday Mass. Or they feel that 
parish activities are for “nice” guys, but not for 
them. They can’t see attending a function that 
doesn’t provide liquor. 

Louie and his friends admitted at our coffee 
sessions that about the only way to get these 
young people to parish affairs is through personal 
friendship. General publicity won’t attract them 
—unless the club activity is held out in the 
neighborhood instead of on parish grounds. Espe- 
cially when a Club is a going organization, it looks 
too much like a closed corporation from the out- 
side. The potential new member feels like he is 
busting into a well established clique. It takes 
courage. 

Yet the problem of a lack of adequate recrea-~ 
tion remains. Down deep fellows and girls will 
admit it. As one fellow replied, “Lack of recrea- 
tion is the problem. There’s no place to go to have 
fun. The only thing you can do is go to the 
movies and hang around. If you stand on the

THE VOCATION OF A FATHER 


Trs such a chore to get ready 
and though mother has been wash- 
ing, ironing, planning and packing 
for days, the day before the trip is 
inevitably confused and hectic. 

“IT don’t know whatever got into 
my fool head to think we could go on 
a trip with all these children and a 
baby too.” | 

Father is scarcely in better shape, 
All the little things that are wrong 
with the car, and sometimes with the 
house too, are somehow saved to take 
care of till just before the trip. 

But the day before, when it all 
seems really impossible—when you 
want to start early next day and 
can’t manage to get to bed before 
midnight—is, luckily, the worst, the 
“hump,” the high point of trouble. 

Once in the car and on the road, a 
different atmosphere prevails. There 
is expectancy; there is satisfaction; 
there is the lure of adventure. 

On the last such trip there were 
eight of us. This year there would 
have been eleven and mother could- 
n't face it with the constant care of 
a baby too, so that father went by 
himself with the five oldest. Mother 
decided she would get a rest with 


just four at home with her. On the 
whole she did (with apologies to all 
mothers who have “just” four and 
find it a big job. It really is too, ex- 
cept that for mother it was a 
change). — 

Neither of us, however, considered 
it an ideal situation, separating the 
family this way for a trip. It repre- 
sents, we hope, only a temporary 
eclipse of the sacred and avowed 
principle of doing things together as 
a family. 

Actually, it was four years since 
father was “home” last. (He couldn’t 
believe it himself now that he count- 
ed up the years). It shocked him 
when a few months earlier he had 
gotten a long letter—full of growing- 
up asides and maturing observations 
—from a niece, now 17. 

This sudden growing up of other 
people’s children whom one sees only 
at intervals, often really does come 
as a shock.

for TIRED BLOOD 
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‘Tue ages-old avidity of the secular 
power for gaining control over the Church 
is exemplified by many dramatic cases in 
history. Perhaps none is more electrifying 
than that involving Henry II, King of Eng- 
land (1154-1189), and St. Thomas a Becket, 
Archbishop of Canterbury. In defense of 
the independence of the spiritual authority 
St. Thomas gave his life, delaying for four 
centuries what another Henry, the eighth 

— of that name, finally ef- 
fected in England. 

The story of St. Thomas 
has been’ given wide 
prominence in our time 
through T. S. Ehot’s mast- 
erly verse play, Murder in 
™ the Cathedral. It is told 
fF. = more fully in My Life for 

My Sheep by . Alfred 
Duggan. (Coward - Mc- 
Cann: $5). 

Mr. Duggan is favorably 
Msgr. Kennedy known in this country 
because of a series of exceptional historical 
novels from his pen: His. latest work is 
styled a biography. But perhaps it were 
better designated an historical novel. For 
although the facts are precise and straight- 
forwardly set out, nonetheless many con- 
versations, and even investigations of the 
inner thoughts and monologues of the 
principals, are presented. 

England had not long been under Norman 
rule when, early in the twelfth century, 
Thomas was born. His father was a dry- 
salter of hides in London’s Cheapsidé. This 
Norman tradesman wanted his son to have 
an education. It began with the Augustin- 
ians at Merton, continued in the service of 
Lord Richer, took him to St. Paul’s gram- 
mar school in the capital and then to the 
University of Paris where he studied law. 

At 21 Thomas stood 6’ 8”, had been edu- 
cated far beyond his-.origins, had shown 
himself possessed of a first class mind and 
a fierce temper kept sternly under control, 
had received tonsure and minor orders with 
no thought of continuing for the priesthood. 
On his return home he was unemployed 
and perhaps unemployable. 

But at about the age of 25 he became 
chief clerk to the Archbishop of Canter- 


bury, in whose household he served assi- 
duously and’ successfully, riot-out of love 
of God, but out of concern for his own ad- 
vancement. ! 

The young, able, but imperious and 
wrathy Henry II made his acquaintance 


and appointed him chancellor of England. 
To the demands of ‘this. office he was more 
than equal, and in it he-made a brilliant 
record. Indeed, he may be said to have 
ruled England through the sovereign who 
appreciated his talents and treated him as 
a personal friend. 

When the primatial see fell vacant, Henry 
proposed that chancellor Thomas become 
archbishop too. He thought thus to manipu- 
late the Church in his own interest. At first 
reluctant, Thomas was finally prevailed on 
to accept. 

He was ordained a priest, consecrated a 
bishop, installed at Canterbury in 1163—~— 
then startled and dismayed the king by 
giving himself wholly to the priestly life 
and the archiepiscopal office, refusing to 
continue as chancellor and adamantly in- 
sisting on strict regard for the rights of the 
Church. 

Between him and the king who would 
usurp those rights, there began a relentless 
struggle. Almost all the bishops, who were 
primarily courtiers and owed their ad- 
vancement to the king, turned against 
Thomas. He was considered rash to have 
jeopardized the king’s support of the Pope 
in the bitter contest with the anti-pope set 
up by the powerful emperor. He was tor- 
tured by doubts about the wisdom of his 
course and about his motives. 

But always the crucial point recurred in 
his mind: “A Church ruled by the temporal 
power would be a mere branch of the ad- 
ministration, its endowments misapplied to 
reward politicians, and its teaching edited 
to justify the personal failings of the ruler.” 
Though .all were against him, though the 
Church might suffer from the strife result- 
ing from his intransigence, he would stand 
firm, | 

So he did, harshly penalized, reviled’ left 
severely alone. Ultimately, at the king’s in- 
stance, he was murdered. But his death, far 
from being a defeat for his cause, worked 
its triumph.

The Bible Tells the Story 
of the History of World 


In the beginning there 
was nothing but God Who 
was all good and holy. Be- 
cause God was good, He 
wanted others to share His 
happiness.

But God was not satisfied. 
He wanted more beings to 
be happy with Him. This 
time He decided to create 
beings different from an- 
gels — people of flesh and 
blood. 


To do this, God first had 
to make a place where 
people could live. Thus He 
made the world —.- the 
the heavens and the earth, 
the land and the waters. 
Upon the earth He put trees 
and flowers and all sorts of 
plants. Next God made ani- 
mals, ‘birds and fishes, 


When all this was done, God | 


had the world ready for 
nan. 

The story of creation - is 
told in tthe first chapter of 
the first book of the Bible — 
the Book of Genesis. The 
author of this book says that 
it took God five days to pre- 
pare the world as a home for 
men, 

This does not necessarily 
mean that it took God five 
days of 24 hours each, but 
five periods of time.,These 
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periods of time could have 
passed almost instantly be- 
cause God has the power to 
create the world: in the 
twinkling of an eye. Or these 
periods of time could have 
lasted thousands or even a 
million years. For God, be- 
ing eternal, is not bound by 
time as we human beings, 
To Him, a million years and 
the smallest part of a second 
are the same. , 

The author of Genesis 
tells his story so that the 
simple. people who hear it 
will understand. When you 
try to explain something to 
a younger brother or sister, 
you speak very simply and 
give examples easy to un- 
derstand. Our Lord used this 
method in His_ sermons, 
when He spoke in parables.

One of the most important 


extra-curricula activities carried on in 
any high school or college is the publish- 
ing of the school paper. And, for many 
reasons, it is usually the most discour- 
aging activity. | 


The managing editor finds himself, for 
instance, a veritable nervous wreck 
after each deadline has been met. By 
that time he has had to fit in ads where 
it seemed impossible to cut any other 
copy. He has consoled a reporter who’s 
story got cut. A proof reader has turned 
up sick and he (the Ed.) had to drop 
everything to do the reading, very care- 
fully too, at the last minute. A typist 
broke her arm, the lead article never 
was delivered to the printer and the 
faculty adviser held out a fine “crusad- 
ing” editorial which everyone was wait- 
ing for. Now no one will read the paper 
for sure. And so it goes. 


Nevertheless the paper is one of the 
school’s proudest boasts. It is like a flag 
waving on high for all to see. It is the 
rallying point for all idealism in the 
school and the means for giving vent to 
these same ideals. Total strangers will 
judge the entire school, faculty and stu- 
dent body by what they read in your 
paper—and you never know who is 
going to sit down and give it a thor- 
ough, thoughtful going over. This means 
that no word is unimportant, no para- 
graph useless, no editorial without good 
reason,

journalists was set up. This was attended 
by large numbers of school editors, re- 
porters, faculty advisers and other stafi 
members of papers from high schools.and 
colleges in the greater Buffalo area. Joe 
Breig, well known Catholic columnist 


associated with the Cleveland Univers: 
Bulletin, Richard Reid of the New York 
Catholic News and yours truly ‘were 
among the panel members. The student 
audience was free to ask all manner of 
questions and they did. 


The Rt. Rev: Msgr. Joseph Scheider, 
Director of the NCWC Youth Depart- 
ment was on hand to address the meet- 
ing and gave an inspiring address on the 
importance of school press activities.

The Midwest regional meetings of the 


‘Catholic ‘Press to be held in Indianapolis 


in October will include a panel for the 
school press. Likely other such meet- 
ings will adopt the plan. 


The idea is to give school journalists 
recognition for their work as part of the 
general Catholic Press picture and to en- 
courage them in the importance of this 
work. Editors and staff members also 
have an opportunity to meet veterans in 
the Catholic Press field and to confer 
with them informally. By the way, much 
credit for this whole idea must go to our 
friend Dean O'Sullivan of Marquette’s 
School of Journalism and his able 
assistant Dave Host who is also known 
to many of you through his work with 
the Catholic School Press Association. 


And just this morning I received the 
printed program for a regional conven- 
tion of the Catholic School Press. Asso~ 
ciation at which I have been invited to 
speak. It is to be held at St. Catherine's 
High School in Racine, Wisconsin in No- 
vember. This is one of a constantly in- 
creasing number of such meetings each 
year and shows again the emphasis being 
put upon the importance of school jour- 
nalism, The program includes panels, on 
the spiritual aspects of school journalism, 
photography, layouts, content of the 
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school paper, writing editorials and 
columns, public relations, sports writing, 
etc. Speakers will include many writers 
and editors from the Catholic Press as 
well as a liberal sprinkling of staffers 
from well known daily papers. 


As for school journalists, this column 


has enjoyed their valued cooperation - 


many times. Only recently we finished 
the tabulation of an important nation- 
wide survey on TV listening among 
youth. This included thousands of stu- 
dents and was done with the help of 
school editors who queried their readers 
for us. By the way; we will mail the re- 
sults of the survey to the various papers 
in the very near future. And just prior 


to this survey we enlisted the help of stu- 


dent editors on the taking of}a poll on 
“going steady” which threw, light 
on a Situation which had defied analysis 
until the poll came along. This could not 
have been accomplished so effectively 
and quickly in any other way. 


Which leads me to remind.-all of you 
editors that I would like to have your 
school papers again during the coming 


year. For one thing, I read them and. 


they keep me in wonderful contact. with 
your schools. For another, there will be 
a number of occasions during the coming 
year when your further help will be 
sought on matters of interest to every- 
one. You can help us and we can help 
you. Address the paper to me, at Our 
Sunday Visitor, Huntington, Indiana.

MOVIE REVIEWS 


THE SECOND GREATEST SEX (Uni- 
versal)—This was meant to be a musical in 
the style of “Seven Brides for Seven 
Brothers” but somewhere along the way it 
got lost. The setting is a pioneer western 
town and the men are always going to war 
against the men of a neighboring town so, 
like the Greek women of an earlier day, 
the wives go on strike. Done in color and 
cinemascope, the film was obviously in- 
tended to be an important muisical but it 
just doesn’t come off. The story becomes 
tedious, the dancing is seldom inspired and 
the music isn’t music you'll remember, 
Jeanne Craine is the star along with George 


Nader. 


ILLEGAL (Warner Brothers) — When 
motion pictures first began to talk there 
were many court room dramas. This film 
reminds me of one of those early sound 
films even to the playing of the lead role 
by Edward G. Robinson. Nina Foch is out- 
standing as a woman lawyer charged with 
a crime she didn’t commit but the film it- 
self isn’t worth recommendation. 


NIGHT FREIGHT (Allied Artists)—This 
small budget film at times rises above its 
classification with outstanding portrayals 
by Keith Larsen, Forrest Tucker and Bar- 
bara Britton. The story of the difficulties 
of a small railroad line with trucking rivals 
is‘somewhat commonplace but, the delinea- 
tion of the characters of the head of the 
line, his brother and the girl they both love 
is unusual for such a film. There is good 
use of railroad shots and indications that 
ingenuity rather than cash was often used 
to make scenes effective. My recommenda- 
tion of this adult film doesn’t mean it is an 


outstanding film, but it does demonstrate... 


the way in which low budget films can be 
made interesting. 


NAKED STREET (United Artists)—One 
of the real pros of Hollywood acting is An- 
thony Quinn. He turns this rather sordid 
drama into more than it had a.right to be. 
With him is Anne Bancroft, whom I’ve been 
plugging for two years as about the finest 
young actress in Hollywood. In the same 
cast is Farley Granger, obviously strongly 
influenced by Marlon Brando, offering a 
new dramatic style. But a general low tone 
and brutality make this film one you can 
pass up. . : 


BAR SINISTER (MGM)—This is a story 
of a‘dog, written by Richard Harding Davis, 
which is listed as one’ of the classic dog 
stories of all time. Somehow I missed it as 
a boy—I read “Beautiful Joe” over and over 
again. | 

A voice that sounds very much like the 
voice of Frank Sinatra—the narrator’s 
name is not listed—tells the story of the 
dog in first person. The Legion of Decency 
lists it as for adults, but I doubt if many 
adults are going to be strongly interested 
in it. 

Edmund Gwenn and Dean Jagger are the

There was a solution 
and the public leaders began 
to consider it. Thus, Charles 
Carroll, the only Catholic signer 
of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, writes, “When lI 
signed the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, I had in view not 
only our independence from 
England, but the toleration of 
all sects professing the Chris- 
tian religion and communicat- 
ing to them equal rights.” 

In 1787 religious rancors had 
dwindled and the Constitution 
insured the ideals of men like 
Carroll. Article VI provides 


that “no religious test shall ever 
.be given as a qualification to 
any public office or public trust

under the United States.” 

‘Three years later the states 
ratified the Bill of Rights. The 
very first amendment treated 
the Church-State question: 

“Congress shall make no law 
respecting the establishment of 
religion or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof.” 
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What was the purpose of the 


First Amendment? The whole 


modern discussion can be boiled 
down to a question asked by the 
Senate subcommittee in a pre- 
pared questionnaire for the 


hearings: 


“Do you regard the phrase, 
‘make no law respecting the es- 
tablishment of religion’ as a 
prohibition against any direct 
or indirect government aid to 
churches and religious sects? 

“Or do you regard the lan- 
guage as banning preferential 
treatment of any particular 
church or religious sect while 
permitting government aid to 
religion generally or to the 
various churches and sects on 
a non-discriminating basis?” 

Important Court Decisions 

In a word, does separation. of 
Church and State mean, “Gov- 
ernment, hands completely off 
religion!” ' ) 

Those who say quite definite- 
ly “Yes” claim they have good 
support by appealing to some- 


-what recent decisions of the 


Supreme Court. Those who re- 
ply “No”: protest these decisions 
by appealing to tradition and 
the obvious thought: of the 
Founding Fathers. 

In 1948 the Supreme. Court 
reviewed the McCollum case. 
It had to decide if released-time 
voluntary religious education in 
public school buildings con- 
stituted an “establishment of re- 
ligion” as forbidden by the First 
Amendment. 

The Justices,- with one excep- 


tion (Justice Reed), answered 


“Yes.” They spoke through 
Justice Hugo Black. “The First 
Amendment rests upon the pre- 
mise that both religion and gov- 
ernment can best work. to 
achieve their lofty aims .if each 
is left free from the other with- 
in its respective sphere. As we 
said in the: Everson case, the 
First Amendment has erected 


a wall between Church and. 


State which must be kept high 
and impregnable.” . 

(The Everson case of 1947 
concerned the transportation of 
pupils -to 
schools’ at public expense in 


‘New Jersey). 


The McCollum decision was 
an important oné. Editorials in 
both .secular and_ religious 
papers either praised or con- 


-demned. But an unusual amount 


of condemnation. came from 
those constitutional lawyers 
who were certain that this was 
the first decision in Supreme 
Court history so to treat the 
First Amendment. 

The lawyers looked for cita- 
tions in the McCollum brief to 
show that previous courts had 
passed similar judgements, 
They found none. They saw that 
the support rested on a distor- 
tion of a phrase Jefferson 
coined (“a wall of separation”) 
eleven years after the First 
Amendment went: into effect, 
and of a book Madison wrote six 
years before the Amendment. 

A careful check on the legal 
reactions to the case led James 
O’Neill, American educator and 
historian, to conclude that no 
distinguished American scholar 
in the field of constitutional 
law has. ever endorsed the pur- 
pose and meaning of the First 
Amendment as set down in the 
Everson and McCollum cases.

United States, then, are not 
alone in. disfavoring the Mc-

In 1866 the Fourteenth 
Amendment was passed and the 
Supreme Court has consistently 
interpreted it. to mean that the 
First Amendment 
applied to states as well as to 
the federal government. 
Respects Conscientious Beliefs 

Nothing in the First Amend: 
ment, of course, implies that all 
religions are equal in the sight 
of God: “One religion is as good 
as another” is just as much a 
theological tenet as “The Catho 
lic Church: is the one, true 
Church.” The Constitution 
affirms nor denies 
either of these doctrines. It ony 
respects the religious con 
sciences of its citizens. 

However, “Government, keep 
away from religion altogether 
is not the meaning of the First 
Amendment. The relation be 
tween a nation and an estab- 
lished creed is different than 
that between the government 
and religion. And to say that 
the State is indifferent to Tt 
ligion and to God—this Is }M 

lied in the McCollum briel— 
is really upholding an atheistic 
state. To ignore God 1s to den} 
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Every Catholic can help win 
soul for Christ by bringing a seaunnene 
friend or neighbor to his pastor for in- 
struction. In virtually every parish in 
America an Inquiry Class or a Religious 
Information Forum is conducted two or 


three times a year. Its fruitfulness will 


depend upon the number of truth-seek- 


ers brought by the parishioners to such 
lectures. 


By virtue of their membership in the 
universal Church of Jesus Christ, Cath- 
olics are under a divine obligation to 
seek to share their holy Christian faith 
with. churchless friends. They must 
abandon their reticence and bear wit- 
ness to Christ and tell the world of the 
peace, security and: joy which come 
from the practice of their faith. 


“Since the martyrs were willing to die 
for their faith,” said Archbishop Rummel 
of New Orleans, “we ought at least to be 
willing to bear witness to its truth, good- 
ness and beauty.

all.” 


“You can quote Christ to back you 
up,” said Bishop Jeanmard of Lafayette, 
“for He said, ‘Everyone who acknowle- 
edges me before men, I also will ac- 
knowledge before my Father in heaven. 
But whoever disowns me before men, I 
In turn will disown him before my 
Father in heaven.’ When we fail to tes- 
tify for Christ, aren’t we ‘virtually dis- 
owning Him?” 

“Yes,” agreed Bishop Greco of Alex- 
andria. “If our laity displayed the same 
zeal in recruiting adherents as some of 
the smaller sects, we would gain mil- 
lions of converts every year. Consider 
the gain made by the Witnesses of Je- 
hovah,

through the mail.” 

“That,” pointed out $Archbishop 
Rummel, “is precisely the reason why 
we should counteract the propaganda of 
error with that ef the truth. That is why 
we should endeavor to place'a copy - of 
the pamphlet “Finding Christ’s Church,” 
in every churchless home. It will give 
them a true picture of. the divine foun-
